is at a rate of 2,000 in a year, that respon- 
sible citizens are asking three questions: 

1. If the police force is so absurdly 

small that it cannot curb the depredations 
of a small group of not-very-bright 
youngsters, what would happen if this 
Geo city were invaded by a gang of 
professional criminals, which is exceed- 
ingly likely as Edmonton’s prosperity is 
noised abroad? 

2. What is responsible for this out- 
break of crime among juveniles which -is 
taking the form of gang violence as well 
as of theft? 

3. If juvenile delinquency, confined 
presently to a few incorri bles, remains 
unchecked, what effect will it eventually 
have upon other boys and girls who are 
not bad but only a trifle wild? 

The public answers its own questions 
in this way: 

1. Edmonton has got to have an ade- 
uate police force whatever the cost. 
hen car theft alone increases from a 

rate of 725 in 1950 to 2,000 in 1951, it is 
painfully clear that 111 constables, how- 
ever capable, cannot deal with the situa- 
tion, Even if each one of these 2,000 cars 
is recovered, the chances are that over- 
driving and careless handling will reduce 
the value of each vehicle by an average 
of $200 or $300, This is a minimum total of 
$400,000 which would pay for a lot of 
policemen, 

2. The outbreak of crime among ju- 
veniles is due almost entirely to the fact 
that the juveniles believe the law cannot 
touch them. This disastrous notion is 
fostered by the coddling they get in 
juvenile courts, They constitute a priv- 
ileged class just as the Gestapo constituted 
a privileged class in Hitler’s Germany. 
Special privilege, especially in matters of 
behavior, will ruin anybody. 

There may be nothing finer than spe- 
cial machinery which offers a curative

8. These gangs of incorrigibles, unless 
they are broken up and their leaders taken 
out of circulation, offer a hazard to every 
home in Edmonton, For, sooner or later, 
every high-spirited boy and girl runs a 
chance of falling under the influence of 
the incorrigibles and if they are allowed 
to break the law with impunity, they are 
headed straight for a life of crime. 

This can be taken as an absolute and 
unanswerable fact; that the risk of infect- 
ing bad children with criminal habits in 
4ommon jails is infinitely less than the 
risk of infecting good children with crimi- 
nal habits through contact with bad 
children running loose. 

It is a most unfortunate thing when a 
delinquent juvenile has to be sent to jail 
to consort with hardened criminals, It is 
much more unfortunate when lively but 
decent children run the risk of consorting 
with the gangs at large. 

Edmonton's police force must be en- 
larged without delay, The moral safety of 
every child in Edmonton depends upon it. 

The fiddling nonsense of juvenile 
court procedure must give way to some- 
thing more robust and effective, Until 
there is some adequate provision for the 
detention and treatment of delinquent 

uveniles, all cases should be brought 
fore police magistrates. 

If the authorities are not willing to 
lay indictable charges under the Criminal 
Code which will bring offenders before 
courts armed with punitive power, 
aggrieved persons, including those whose 
cars are stolen, should lay personal 
charges in that manner. 

Any other course inflicts a grave in- 
justice and a grave danger upon every 
child in Edmonton,

I respect Jay, as I say, because 
his convictions were deep and 
sincere and because, of course, he 
had every right to hold them.

He was, as 
we say, an objective writer, No 
editor ever had to blue pencil his 
copy for political reasons. 

It must have been clear to Jay 
at least two or three years ago 
that he would soon have to make 
a choice between his career, 
which was then paying him big 
money, and his politics, 

It was becoming increasingly 
clear that while he boasted of 
our freedom of speech and 
thought, it was sometimes hard 
to keep an unpopular opinion 
and eat regular, The classic case 
was that of Gordon Martin, the 
would-be lawyer barred from 
practising because of his politi- 
eal convictions, 

Jay rebelled at the necessity 
of this choice, at the gun-to-the- 
head which demanded that you 
sacrifice some of your integrity 
in order to hold a job. To Jay it 
was like selling a part of him- 
self that money shouldn't be 
able to buy, He kept on with his 
membership in the LPP, 

The end of Jay's writing 
career came when he was elected 
as a delegate to the Sheffield 
World Peace Conference last No- 
vember (subsequently held in 
Warsaw because so many of the 
delegates were barred from Eng- 
land.) 

En route to England he stop- 
ped off in Toronto to visit the 
editors who bought his stuff. 
They gave it to him bluntly. He 
had brought his Communist lean- 
ings out into the open. His copy 
would no longer be acceptable 
In effect, it meant that Jay would 
no longer earn a living at his 
profession unless he gave up his 
convictions. 

He didn't. He went to the con- 
ference, He sent back an account 
of how he had joyously sung 
Czech folk songs and how “even 
the most reticent members of 
our party found their inhibitions 
melt away as we danced on and 
on 

I couldn't picture my old 
friend, this often-cynical news- 
paper guy, daneing and singing. 
It was certainly not the kind of 
reporting that had made his
